The Mississippi barge line, with old, makeshift 
equipment, carried 150,000 tons of freight last year. 
This year, with modern power boats, it will carry 
1.500.000 tons of freight, according to Frederick Brent | 
of New Orleans, Federal manager of operation. 

That the service last year was of great value, ship- 
pers all along the river can testify. At one critical 
juncture, it will be remembered, when the railroads | 
were almost motionless, the barge line prevented a 
considerable industrial stagnation.

An interesting feature of Mr. Brent's article, re- 
printed in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, had to do with 
the strangulation of the rivers by the railroads, which | 
was accomplished by rate-cutting, propaganda, lobby- 
ing and the other devices of old, unhappy practice. ,

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Pot Roast With Vegetables 


HREE or four pounds chuck 
I roast, one cup celery cut in bits 


one cup sliced carrots, one cup 


sliced turnips, one cup sliced onions 
‘three tablespoons fat (preferabl) 
from salt pork). 
| If the meat is not sold in a solid 
iplece, skewer or tie it into shape, 
| wipe it with damp cheesecloth, and 
jrollin flour. Boll yegetables in salt- 
‘ed water to barely cover until soft. 
| Rub through a coarse strainer. Heat 
‘fat in a frying pan or Dutch oven. 
'Put in the meat and brown on al! 
igides. If the frying pan is used, 
transfer the meat, after it is brown, 
to a kettle, unless the pan is deep 
‘enough to hold the beef. Pour the 
vegetables and their liquid over the 
imeat, together with any preferred 
‘seasoning. Cover tightly and tet 
simmer slowly for four or five hours, 
turning twice. Thicken the gravy a 
littie, and pour over the meat.
